decomposition of the organic nutter 
which they contain, aud m this process 
carbonic acid is pi educed which m turn 
acts upon the ingredients of the soils m 
such a way as to render the natuial 
plant tood muc1. more readily assimila

pait in facilitating the change of am 
uioiiia into nitnc acid, or m other woids, 
m placing at the disposal of plants the 
stored up nitrogen of the soil, as well as 
that applied to or left in it, in the form 
of animal manures, meat, blood, fish, 
plant roots, etc. 


Clover, alfalta and cerUm other of tl e 


plants which have the power of drawing

The formaKn treatment has not as jet 
been extensively tried, nor have tests of 
it been made at this Station.

The injurv tiom the disease known as 


"finger and toe" or "club root" may be 
prevented or greatly decreased by tbe

seeding is practiced, either with grass 
alone or in connection with winter rye, 
the lime should be sown upon the fur- 
rows after plowing and then most thor- 
oughly luirowed in, for the degree of 
benefit from liming will depend to a 
great extent upon its even distribution 
and complete incorporation into the sur- 
face soil 
Where seeding Indian corn 


fields to grass at the last boemg, is prac- 
ticed as is common m the Connecticut 
Valley in Massachusetts, it would be ad- 
Msable to applv the lime m the manner 
outlined above aftei plowing the land m 
the spring for the Indian corn ciop 
Under other circumstances it is piobably 
better not to linw just before Indian 
corn 01 i}6, foi these ciops are liable to 
be slightly lujured by fiesh applications 
of lime, some of which is in the caustic 
state 
In the case of rye there may be 


a slight increase in gram, which would 
offset to some extent the slight loss on 
the straw, while with Indian corn the 
maturity of the ciop is usually hastened 
by lim mg, sometimes even neat ly a week, 
so that it is less liable to injnty by early 
frosts and more time is Riven m the 
autumn after the removal of the corn 
tor the grass to gam a firm foothold be- 
foie the adveut of wintei 


If the lime is thoroughly worked into 


the soil it may be applied m the spimg 
foi ceitain plants, with liltie or no risk 
iincl usually with great advantage 
Tins 


seems to hold tiue of beets of all kinds, 
lettuce, spinach, cauliflower, koLl labi, 
onions, muskmelons, cantaloupes, salsi 
fy cabbages, peppers, and majy other 
plants 
The expenments thus lar con- 


ducted indicate that oidmaiy millet, 
golden millet and Hungarian griss 
should be sown if possible a yearoi moie 
aftei liming 
These statements in rela- 


tion to care in liming ju°t prior to grow- 
ing rve Indian corn and millet, apply to 
cases where the nitrogen supply is chiefly 
in the form of nitrates, such for exam- 
ple aa nitrate of soda, aud wheie the soil 
conditions natuially induce rapid mtrifi- 
cition of the soil mtiogen, or of the m- 
tiogpn applied m natuial and aitiflcial 
inanities, such as ammonium baits or or- 
ganic mattei 


If the soil is veiy sour and mtiates <>re 


not employed, then the use of lime im- 
mediately hefoie these crops may prove 
of gieat service, tor the reason that the 
benefit denved from the lime by virtue 
ot its facilitating the transformation of 
the mtrog3U into a form immediatelv as- 
similable by the plant, may fai outweigh 
any direct injurv that the lime might 
otherwise have extited 
In ceitain of 


oui experiments, undei such conditions, 
wheie the soil was \erj acid, the use of 
limp directly before these ciops has prov- 
ed highly advantageous but where an 
abundance of nitiate of soda was applied 
such was not the case 
In view how- 


ever, of the fact that most of the com- 
mon ial fertilisers employed contain but 
limited amounts ot nitrates it is to be 
concluded piovided the soil is very acid, 
that tLe safer plan would be to use the 
huie even before these etops provided 
the land had hot been linml for several

The quantity of lime to apply at a sin- 


gle application cannot be definitely stat- 
ed lor all soils aud crops since it would 
range under vamngconditions fiom halt 
a ton, to thiee, or possibly four tons per

The old English practice of liming 


leavily at rare intervals has given way 
ot Ute vears to the use of smaller quan- 
ities applied more frequently. This is 
lue to the fact that lime giadually dis- 
wlves out of tha soils and escapes into 
ipiings and streams 
In the case of 


ight, dry, sandy soils the lauge of appli 
ation would usually be from one thous- 
.ud pounds to one and a half tons per 
eie, according to their apparent need 
Jn heavier soils, from one to thiee tons 
}er acre is the usual range 
On old pas- 


ures or meadows well covered with 
moss, certain vviiters advise spreading 
orne lime upon the surface a while be 
ore plowing in older to better effect the

:0t this practice is pieferable to that of 
pplymgall of the lime to the sut face af- 
ei plowing, weaie not prepaied, from 
ui obseivations to say, but can athim

y the use of lime, clover is made to 


thrive where it refused to grow before 
This if utilized upon the faim constantly 
increases the stoie of nitrogen in the 
stable manure, and reduces the first 
amount of concentrated cattle fooda such 
as bran, cotton-seed and linseed meal 
which must be bought, and finally, the 
amount, ot nitrogen required in the form 
of artificial feitiluers, so that the outlay 
for lime on such lands is soon saved. 


Upon mcdeiately heavy land from one 


to two tons ot lime per acie, once during 
a rotation covering fiom five to aevem 
yeaia will accomplish all that is desired. 


If tbe habit of practicing regular iota- 


tions of ciopa and of annually top-dress- 
ing mowing fields were more generally 
adopted, theie is no doubt but that tbe
